The African Question Settled. 

London, June 17. — Lord .Salisbury's dis- 
patch to Sir Edward Malet, British Am- 
bassador to Berlin, containing England's 
agreement with Germany, declares that 
Germany's claim that where one power oc- 
cupies a coast, another power may not with- 
out consent of the first power occupy un- 
claimed regions iir the r ear, cannot bo al- 
lowed in cases where such country is occu- 
pied by Englishmen. Where there ure no 
English settlements Lord Salisbury admits 
there is no English title. The agreement is 
that England retains Stevenson road, whicl 
is to be the boundary line between the ICng 
lish and Gorman spheres. The line stretches 
from the mouth ol the Bokura west from 
Lake Nyanza to the mouth of the Kilarnbo 
south, and from Lake Tanganyika north 
ward. Germany retains the region as far a 
the Congo state, along the lirst degrei 
of south latitude. The boundary divergin; 
around tho western shore of Nyanza so as b 
make the frontier meet the territory eoverei 
by Stanley's treaties. The agreement also 
uccordeil a mutual free passage for English 
and German subjects through the respective 
territories. Germany's concession of Vitu 
with the plains of Somali, Mander and 
Patta, comprises a coast line exceeding 200 
miles. England is endowed with an exclusive 
protectorate over Zanzibar and Parnba. 
Heliogoland is ceded to Germany subject 
to the consent of parliament. The 
statu quo is to remain, pending a ratifica- 
tion of the agreement. 

Fatal Accident In « School. 

London, June 17. — The ceiling of a school 
room at Gothub, Prussia, fell to-day, kill- 
ing five children and injuring a large num- 
ber of others, many ol them ser iously. 

Knynl Accouchement. 

London, June 17. — The Duchess of Fife 
(Princess Louise of Wales) was delivered of 
a stillborn malo child yesterday. It is pro- 
bable that the child will bo buried with 
royal honors as being a member of the fam- 
ily of the Prince of Wales. 

The Impending I'olice Strike. 

London, June 17. — The probability of a 
police str ike has increased, and the author- 
ities at Scotland Yard, fearing the worst, 
are quietly organizing reserve forces. Hun- 
dreds of recruits have already been sworn 
in, and are receiving a degree of instruction 
in the duties of a policeman that will enable 
them to make a creditable showing in the 
event of a general revolt of the old men 
against the government's treatment of their 
demands. 

Exporting Egyptian Cotton. 

London, June 17. — A special dispatch 
from Alexandria says a movement is on foot 
to export Egyptian cotton to Massachusetts. 
An agent of the promoters of the scheme is 
already on his way to perfect the details of 
the plan. The movement is based on tho 
idea that the costliness of transportation 
will enablo Egypt to ser.d cotton to New 
England centres of population at a profit.

New York, June 11. — At sundown to- 
day, the wrecking steamer Rescue of the 
Merritt Wrecking Company, under com- 
mand of Captain Deinorost, sailed for Cape 
Henlopen to begin operations for tho 
recovery of the British sloop-of- war De 
Braak, which was capsized off the Delaware 
coast on the 25th of May, 17DS. There is 
every reason to believe that SKI, 000, 000 in 
Spanish gold is in the hold of the sunken 
vessel, which is supposed to be lying on the 
bottom somewhere off Cape Henlopen. 

In 1SS0 il contract was made by the 
United Slates Government with tho Inter- 
national Submarine Company of New 
Haven, Conn., giving them the exclusive 
right to search for the treasure. Under this 
contract the Ocean Wrecking Company of 
Philadelphia, which has secured the ser- 
vices of the Merritt Wrecking Company, 
will carry on the work. Work will begin 
to-morrow morning, and in a fortnight 
several other wrecking vessels will join the 
Rescue, 

Tho Braak was captured in 1790 by tho 
French and put in commission by t hem. 
She came into possession of the Ehlglisll 
Government, and on June 3, 1707, Captain 
James Drew hoisted his pennant on board 
of her. She was manned by eighty-six men. 
She was ordered to join the British West 
India squadron to take part ill the war 
against Spain. 

On May 25, 17'JS, the Braak arrived at 
Cape Henlopen in company with a captured 
Spanish vessel called tin Snow, whose valu- 
able treasures wcic secure in Captain 
Drew's cabin. The object of the Braak's 
commander was to obtain water and pro- 
visions for his crew, who numbered '21.'!. 
After seeming water Captain Drew set sail, 
after refusing to allow a pilot to accompany 
him. While easting anchor nbottt a mile 
from the lighthouse a sudden squall came 
up and laid her on her beam ends, when slio 
immediately Idled and went down, with the 
captain and thirty-eight officers, seamen and 
marines. The rest of tho ship's company, 
including the boatswain, escaped in the 
ship's boat.

Tile "Chronicle's" New Home. 

San Francisco, Juno 10. — Tho new 
Chronicle building, located at the intersec- 
tion of Market, Kearney and Geary streets, 
one of the largest structures on tho Pacific 
coast, was thrown open to-night. It has 
been under construction for over a. year 
past, and its builder has spent about $1 ,000,- 
000 upon it. Tlie edifice is ten stories in 
height and has a frontage of ninety-three 
feet on Market and Geary streets. Gener- 
ally speaking it is built in the Romanic 
style, though no particular order of archi- 
tecture has been followed throughout. Tho 
building is l.'jo feet high and is surmounted 
by a tower sixty-seven feet in height, 
making the total feet from the sidewalk 
to the top of the edifice, ft is one of tho 
strongest structures on the Coast, the in- 
terior framework being of heavy steel. Tho 
walls arc of dark brown sandstone anil red 
pressed brick with terra cotta trimmings, 
which give the building a very handsome 
appearance. In the tower is a mammoth 
clock having four dials, each sixteen feet in 
diameter. One of the tho features of tho 
interior finish of the now structure is tho 
marble work which is of pure white Italian 
stone. Two foot passenger elevators and 
one fr eight lift, together with pneumatic 
tubes" snutes and other conveniences are 
provided. 

A Two Month*' Bride Konstcd Alive. 

San Francisco, June 10.— Mrs. Dora 
Gamma, who attempted to light a fire with 
the aid of coal oil at her home on Saturday 
and who was enveloped in flames caused by 
an oil can explosion, died yesterday. Her 
body, being almost completely burned over, 
presented a terrible spectacle. Mrs. Gam- 
ma retained consciousness to the last and 
her cries of pain were pitiful. The woman 
was but 1!) years of ago and married just 
two months before her death. While en- 
deavoring to save the unfortunate woman, 
the clothing of her servant, Mrs. Sophie 
Kttlin, caught fire and she almost shared 
the fate of her mistress. Her body was 
badly burned and physicians state that if 
she recovers she may be a cripplo for life. 

Abandoned at Sea. 

San Francisco, June 16. — The British 
ship Dunellen arrived in port to-day from 
Cardiff. On March 13 a heavy thunder 
storm, witli lightning and rain, was encoun- 
tered. Three waterspouts came up astern 
of the vessel, but were broken with the aid 
of a gun carried on board. From the Cape 
to 50 degrees, in the Pacific, the ship met a 
succession of gales. On April 15 the Dun- 
ellen passed the German bark Adamant, of 
Hamburg, abandoned. The fore and main- 
masts and mizzen-topmast. were gone. The 
hull was intact and in good condition. Tho 
bowsprit was gone and the fore-topmast was 
lying across the deck. The mainmast had 
gone overboard, and a sail was lashed over 
the stump of the mainmast, with no sign of 
life visible.

— District Attorney 
Henry McGinn is preparing a lengthy argu- 
ment in the case of Sandy Olds, the murd- 
erer of Emil Weber, which comes up in the 
supremo court to-morrow. 

A Missing Itnglness Man. 

Portland, June 17. — Theodore Venue- 
querhoz, a man prominent in social and 
business circles in Albina, was reported 
missing under peculiar circumstances, and 
yesterday all the property standing in his 
name was attached. The alleged absconder 
has long been a resident of Albina, and is 
connected with some of tho best families 
there. He hns left a lar ge number of wood 
choppers in his employ in the lurch, and 
the constable at Albina also says he bus 
forged notes on A. S. Tolz, J. Brendcl and 
others aggregating a large sum. He is 
furthermore accused of having raised con- 
siderable money on bonded timber and 
other land. His conduct has created a 
sensation in Albina, where he has always 
enjoyed the confidence of everyone. His 
wife declared she is entirely ignorant of tho 
cause which led him astray.

1'eter MeQuade was made 
chairman and J. R. Smith secretary of the 
committee. They will meet on Wednesday. 



Evading 'no Law. 

Boston, dune 10. — A St. John's, Nfld., 

special gives a description of the newest 
evasion of the bait Act. A Ncfoundland 
vessel procured a license to carry a cargo of 
herrings to Boston, under the false pretense 
of stress of weather, and she cuils at St. 
Pierre. She is there attached under pro- 
cess of the French court for an alleged debt 
to a St. Pierre merchant. This debt is pure- 
ly fictitious. Under an order of the court 
the cargo of herring is sold at public auc- 
tion and a large price is realized, and the 
the captain pockets the spoils, and the law 
is successfully evaded.

Smith 
had the boat of the fight all through, and 
was declared winner at the end of the sixth 
round.

Floods In llllaels 

ROOKKORD, 111., June 14.— The heavy 
rains of the past two days have started all 
tho river? in this neighborhood on a. ram- 
page. Last night the Hood rushed OTer the 
bottoms, sweeping away the bridges in 
Kent and Keith Creek valleys, and destroy- 
ing an immense amount of property. The 
double Howe truss bridgo, runniag 
from the Illinois Central main track gave 
way at 11 o'clock, and was swept down the 
stream by the torrent. Tlia loss of the 
Illinois Central Railway will amount to 
$25, 000. The wreck on the -Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway presents the worst appear- 
ance. JNear Claisdel's quarry a freight 
engine and four cars lie in tho ditch, a mass 
of ruin.-,. There were twelve hogs in 
tho ears and all were drowned. 
The. track at this point was raised on o 
solid embankment, but the water tore away 
the mass, as if it had been feather. For 
noarly half a mile the track bad been lifted 
and carried from SO to 50 feet to tho east. 
In some places tho rails wore carried over 
the tops of fences, and deposited on the 
side hills. The only thing left of tho new 
School street bridge i3 the abutments on 
either side of the creek. The Mulberry 
street bridge was dashed to pieces, and the 
water in Kilbourne avenue reached the 
porches of the houses. The pecuniary loss 
to this city will reach $500,000. 

In Joliet the heaviest rain ever known 
fell steadily all last night. An old widow 
living near Hickory Creek was rescued just 
as her house was carried away. It lodged on 
the Second avenue bridge, where it was 
dashed to pieces. The street, car tracks in 
many places arc under three feet of water 
and the electric cars are stopped. Several 
railroad bridges on the various roads 
' running through Joliet, aro washed out 
aim trains delayed. Henry Krerichel, 
while trying to get out of the 
flooded district with his horse and 
wagon, was swept away, but managed 
to savo himself John Key's horses and 
wagon were swept away, and he saved him- 
self by clinging to a fenco post. The 
streets of the city were like rivers at two 
o'clock last night. At Rock Island the storm 
assumed tho characteristics of a tornado, 
buildings were overturned, and a trail of 
wreckage 400 feet in width is left through 
tho city. Lightning killed twenty horses 
at Amosa, and the rising waters washed 
away three railroad bridges near North 
Aurora. Railroad trains are stalled on 
nearly all the systems penetrating the 
flooded districts.

In Her llililnl Uress. 

BUFFALO, June Hi. — The body of Miss 
Minnie Ellis, clad in her bridal dress, was 
to have been buried this afternoon in Alfred 
Center, but an official order stopped the in- 
terment. Miss Ellis died on Saturday at 
the genoral hospital in this city from 
natural causes it was supposed at first. Tho 
efforts the girl made to compel a young man 
to marry her, however, caused an investiga- 
tion. Coroner Tucker and two detectives 
investigated tho case and concluded that 
there was no causo for criminal proceedings. 
This afternoon's developments caused the 
coroner to empanel a jury to investigate tho 
cuse, 'and tho funeral was stopped". Miss 
Ellis' folks aro respectablo country people, 



and sho was a very bright girl and a society 
favorite. She left her homo in August, 188", 
for Buffalo to obtain a place in an art 
painting Btoro, where she displayed re- 
markable genius. In a Swan btliiul* 
boarding house she became acquaint- 
ed with James C. McCoppiu, n 
Western Union Telegraph operator, 
with whom she was deeply in love. McCop- 
pen says he loved the. girl, but when he 
found she was in a delicate condition ho re- 
fused to marry her, and in her desperation 
sho had him arrested for betrayal. He con- 
fessed to the police that he would have mar- 
ried her but for tho arrest. He fought the 
charge and was acquitted. Miss Ellis then 
resorted to malpractice, and both herself 
and child are dead. The physicians impli- 
cated will be arresttd on a charge of double 
murder. Miss Ellis in her casket is clad in 
the cream-colored satin dress which she 
made to wear when she would marry Mc- 
Coppcn. The physicians say that, while 
blood-poisoning was the direct cause of 
death, a broken heart was more than a 
contrihltting cause. "That man could have 
saved her life," said the doctor, ''if he had 
acted like an honorable man and proven 
himself worthy of her love. She wus the 
loveliest woman 1 ever saw." 

Duel In a Cemetery. 

LOUISVILLE, Ivy., June 10.— The inside 
facts of the recent duel arc just beginning 
to come to light. It seems the participants 
in the affair of honor were Thomas Overby, 
an advertising agent, who bus been here 
only u few months, and Charles Sanders, a 
traveling man for an Evansville, Ind., 
clothing house. Sanders was engaged to be 
married to Miss L'mmn Zener, a liniidseme 
young woman from Kvansville, who is now 
visiting in this city. Upon coming to see 
her Sanders discovered that Overby had 
supplanted him in her affections. A quarrel 
was followed by a fight, in which Sanders 
was worsted. The men afterward met at 
tho Alexander hotel and resumed the quar- 
rel. They finally decided to settle the affair 
according to the code. Overby was repre- 
sented by Frank Lattrail, a young man who 
lives in Indianapolis, while a traveling man 
from Cincinnati named Harry Thomas 
acted as second for Sanders. Accompanied 
by a medical student, James White, 
who acted as surgeon, and a re- 
porter, the party secured carriages and 
drove to St. Louis cemetery in the suburbs. 
The principals took their positions, armed 
with 32-ca!ihre Smith & Wesson revolvers, 
twenty paces apart. It was too dark to Bee 
the men pluiuly, but they both displayed 
great coolness. The seconds took their re- 
lative positions after arranging that the 
tight should begin -when three ha i been 
counted— "One, two, ttirte." As the last 
number was called by the physician who did 
the counting, a blaze of fire llaslnd from tha 
muzzles of both pistols. Before one lOuid 
see whether or not one was wounded four 
reports rang out, and Sanders staggered 
up to a tombstone near him and supported 
himself by its cold sides. Dr. White hasti- 
ly examined him and found that one bullet 
had penetrated his right breast near the top 
of the shoulder, while another had made a 
slight flesh wrund in bis arm. He had fired 
two shots, while verly had fired three 
The man's wounds were dressed as quickly 
as possible, and lie was placed in his car- 
riage and taken back to New Albany, Ind., 
where he took the first train for his home 
in Kvansville. The other participants in the 
affair all left the city. Sanders' wounds arc 
not considered dangerous. 

krmniler'it Last Chance. 

ALBANY, N. Y., June 10. — Legal steps 
are being taken in behalf of the Working- 
house Electric company tu prevent the use 
of its vibratory current dynamos for the 
execution of murderers in this state. The 
action is in the form of a replevin to regain 
possession of tho three dynamos of the com- 
pany's patent now in the state prison, which 
Hurold P. Brown, the electrical expert, 
purchased for the state. The Working- 
|jou«e company claims to retain a proprie- 
tory interest in the dynamos that it sells, 
alleging that the machines are merely leased 
to customers, after the manner of tho liell 
Telephone company in leasing its telephones, 
and the company will now seek action to re- 
strain the state from employing them for 
the purpoie of executing criminals. The 
whole claim is that Brown illegally anil 
fraudulently obtained possession of them 
by a collusion with the company's custo- 
mers, who, having a lease, held possession 
of the dynamos in question. This will prove 
a novel ami interesting question. 

The .New Cruisers. 
Washington, June 10. — The award of 
the 8,150 ton armored cruiser will be made 
to Wm. Cramp & Sons, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., adopting their plans, arrangement of 
engines and boilers 10 feet in diameter, and 
substituting them in the department plan of 
the hull.

— Edmund Corriveau 
is awaiting an awful death at Bellevue hos- 
pital. Ho was bitten by a rabid dng on a 
farm near Harriavillo, H. I., a short time 
ago, and has since developed incipient hy- 
drophobia, from which he will undoubtedly 
die within a few days, as the Pasteur treat- 
ment would be unavailing in his case. Dr. 
Paul Gibier, director of the Pasteur insti- 
tute in West Tenth street, was yesterday 
consulted us to the expediency of inocu- 
lating Corriveau, but be declined to treat 
the patient, as there is no possible hope of 
preventing a fatal termination of the malady 
by inoculation after the dioeose has made 
its appearance.

BY-LAW, 

To provide for tho maintenance and caro of 
Public Parks, Squares and Grounds. 



BE IT ENACTED, BY THE MAYOR AND 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria, as follows :— 

(1.) Tho Park Committee shall have tho caro 
and custody of all tho public squares, parka 
and grounds belonging to the city, subject to 
all such by-laws as may from timo to time bo 
passed by the said Council. 

(-'.) It shall he lawful for any police officer, 
constable, caretaker, or other person duly 
authorized by the mayor or any alderman of 
the said city, to exclude from the said public 
squares, parks and grounds, oil drunken or 
filthy persons, vagrants and notoriously bad 
characters, and to remove therefrom any person 
who is violating any by-law of the City Council, 
or is committing any nuisance, or is guilty of 
any disorderly conduct therein. 

(3.) No person shall ride or drive any horse 
upon or through any of the public squares, 
parks or public grounds, at any immoderate 
rate, or so as to incommode or interfere with, 
or endanger other parties frequenting the same. 

(4.) No person shall ride or drive any animal 
or vehicle on any turf or green sword in any 
of the parks or squares, nor In any part thereof 
other than in the roads set apart as carriage 
drives. 

(5.) No person shall bo allowed to uso tho 
roads in any of tho said puu.ic squares, parks 
and grounds, for tho purpose of teaming or 
carting heavy londs over or upon the same. 

(0.) No person shall dig or carry away any of 
tho award, gravel, earth, sand or turf in or 
from any part of the said public squares, parkB 
or grounds, except by permission of the said 
Committee and for somo public purpose, 

(No person, except by permission of tho Com- 
mittee shall climb, break, peel, cut, dofneo. 
remove, injure or destroy any of the trees or 
shrubs, flower roots or grass now growing or 
being, or which shall hereafter he. planted in 
the said public .'quares, parks or grounds, or in 
any street or public pluce within tho city. 

(8.) No person shall, except with the like per- 
mission na aforesaid, in any manner carry or 
cause to be carried into any of tho said public 
squares, parks or grounds, any dead carcase, 
ordure, tilth, dirt, stone, or any offensive matter 
or substanco whatsoever, and no person shall 
commit any nuisanco in tho suid public squares, 
parks or grounds. 

(9.) No person shall shake orotherwise cleauao 
any carpet in any of tho public squares, parka 
or grounds of the city. 

(10.) No owner or keoper of any horse, grazing 
cattle or swine, shall suffer the same to go at 
large, or to feed upon any of tho said public 
squares, parks or grounds, and any horse, cuttlo 
or swlno found at lnrgo therein shall bo im- 
pounded and detained by any of the pound- 
keeper- ■ f the city until payment of the sum 
providi 1 in the present or in any future pound 
by law, together with the costs and charges of 
Impounding and keeping the sumo. 

(II.) No person shall Are off or discharge any 
gun or other fowling-piece, or (ire-arms upon 
any of the said public squares, parks or 
grounds, or offer for sale, or sell therein, any 
fireworks of any kind, or sot flro to or let oil 
tho same, without the permission of the said 
Committee. 

(12.) No person shall expose for sale in tiny of 
tho said public squares, parks or grounds', re- 
frcshmet.tsof any kind, without the permission 
of l ho said Committee. 

(13.) No person shall expose in any public 
square, park or grounds of the city, any tablo 
or device of any kind whatsoever, upon or by 
which any game of hazard or chance can bo 
played, and no person shall play at any such 
tab'o or device, or at cards or any unlawful 
game in any of the said public squares, parks 
or grounds. 

(11 ) No person shall walk on the grass or 
sward of any such walks or parks when the 
same is unfit to walk upon, and when properly 
prohibited so to do by any person in authority. 

(15.) No person shall be allowed to drive or 
riilo into any part of the said public squares, 
parks or grounds, if prohibited so to do by any 
person in authority when tho ground is unfit 
for riding or driving thereon. 

(Hi.) No person shall break or injure any of 
the gates, looks, bolts or fences, or any of the 
seats or benches for tho accommodation of tho 
public, or any other of tho city property. 

117.) No person shall allow nny dog in his 
ouatoly for the time being to enter any of the 
lakea of any of the public squares, parks or 
grounds or on any of the flower beds or gardens, 
nor shall nny person he nllowed to throw or 
duposit any stone, stick, earth or other rubbish 
in any of the lakes in any of tho public squares, 
parks or grounds. 

This Hy-law may he cited as the "Park I)y- 
law. 1MX)."

HAVE WORKING MEN BEEN 
MISREPRESENTED ? 

Tho Times has stated more than onco 
that in exposing tho true nature of single 
tax, as set forth in tho works of Henry 
George, wo were placing ourselves in 
opposition to the workingmen of the 
city. Is this the case I Have the work- 
ingmen of Victoria, as a class, adopted 
Henry George's principles of taxation I 
Are they in favor of the Government 
taking from every freeholder his land 
and making him pay rent for it ? That is 
what Henry George's system is. Thu 
single tax is not, in the proper seii30 of 
the word, a tax. It is the full rent of 
the land. It is to amount to so much as 
to make the ownership of land worth- 
less. Henry George is quite clear on that 
point. His object is to make hind — all 
land — common property. Ho makes no 
reservations. The way in which he 
would take the land from its owners and 
make it the property of tho State is to 
appropriate the wholo rent. "Appro- 
priate " is tho word he uses. Ho does 
not say rob or steal, or even confiscate, 
for the reason, wo suppose, that these 
words would represent his object too 
plainly. He says "appropriate" when 
another man would say "sale." Jf A 
should appropriate B's watch without his 
consent and against hia will he would, 
without hesitation, bo called a robber. 
Jf C appropriated D's horse, ho certainly 
would not bo considered an honest man. 
He would bo prosecuted as a horse thief 
and punished as such. If the Gov- 
ernment took from E. F. G. and 
all the rest the land which they, 
or their fathers, had bought and 
paid for without giving them the slightest 
compensation would, not that Government 
bo a land thief, and would not the men 
who supported that Government be its 
accomplices/ Would it change tho 
naturo of the act to call tho theft "ap- 
propriation ?" Does tho Times represent 
tho workingmeti of this city fairly when 
it tries to make the world believe that 
they are favorable to robbery of this 
kind i 

It must bo remembered that it is single 
tax as set forth in tho works of Henry 
George that is advocated by Jackson, 
West & Co., and that it was tho appro- 
priation of tho rent of land without com- 
pensation that Mr. John Grant declared 
"suggested a fair and e(|ililuble basis of 
taxation." 

For our part wo believe the great ma- 
jority of the workingmen tu be honest. 
We do not think that they would, if they 
knew it, support in any way a systom of 
taxation which is established for the pur- 
pose of taking from men their land and 
giving it to the Government. Wo arn of 
opinion that many of them have been led 
to believe that single tax, as set forth in 
tho works of Henry George, is something 
very different from what it really is, and 
consequently have been induced to give 
it their support. Wo trust that all hon- 
est men will enquire into thi3 matter. It 
is not hard to lind out what Henry 
George's system really means. Wo are 
sure that when they do nine-tenths of 
thotn will emphatically repudiate Henry 
George and all his works. 



returned it will bo by the skin of 
his teeth. The Opposition have lost 
Comox, and it is not at all 
certain that Mr. McKenzio has been 
elected for Nanaimo District. Mr. 
Robertson, who run for tho Islands in 
tho interests of tho Opposition, was badly 
beaten by Mr. Booth, a supporter of tho 
Government. The Times moans the kiss 
of Orr. Ladnor, Humphreys, and it must 
bo very anxious about Semlin —throe 
mombors out of an Opposition of sevon 
lost, and it is not known whether or not 
the fourth has survived. This is a fear- 
ful percentage of loss. Mr. Boavon's old 
guard has, indeed, been cut to pieces, 
What then has tho Times to boast about ? 
If tho old Opposition had been returned, 
or if men of tho party had beon elected 
in place of those of his followers who bad 
retired thero would bo nothing to boast 
about. Tho Opposition would have held 
its own and no more. If the Beaven 
Party, besides keeping tho constituency 
they held previous to the dissolution, had 
made largo gains, thero would be some 
sense for its crowing over the Govern- 
ment, but as tho gains it has made barely 
make up for its losses, it should adopt a 
more modest tone. But it dues not believe 
in being modest. Rather than deny itself 
tho luxury of bragging, it is under the 
necessity of claiming for thu Opposition 
men who not only did not run their elec- 
tion under its standard, but who distinctly 
denied having any connection with it. It 
is therefore strutting before the public 
not in pinnies it has borrowed but in 
feathers it has stolen— feathers of which 
it is sure to he stripped at a day not very 
remote. We see that it has already been 
snubbed for claiming Mr. K. ith for the 
Opposition, and whenever it drops deal- 
ing with figures and begins to lay claim 
to tho men which those figures represent, 
it will find both itself and its party 
repudiated in very strong terms. 

The Opposition has, in the contest, 
been badly beaten, and it is very evident 
that whatever the principles are t hat have 
received the popular approbation they 
are not thoso of Messrs. Beaven, (fruit

The Opposition 
was not able to get a man in place of 
Mr. Ladnor. Tho Times is obliged to 
placo the two gentlemen elected with 
Mr. Robson in tho Independent column. 
Now Westminster city did not return a 
follower of Mr. Beaven. Mr. Brown has 
always been a Conservative and ho has 
boon olected an Independent member. 
If tho Opposition platform so nearly re- 
sembles that on which tho Independent 
members stand, how is it that the Lower 
• Fraser section has not returned one 
single Opposition candidate ? Why did 
not somo of tho men who wore running 
lend a helping hand to poor Mr. Orr who 
was faithful to Mr. Beaven to the last, ? 
It is very evident that whatever may bo 
tho principles of the men returned for 
that section, thoy tiro not thoso of tho 
Opposition.

COUNTING THE COST. 

We sympathize with our correspondent 
"Ashamed of my country." It is aggra- 
vating to see the United States assuming 
the sovereignty of tho ocean on this s do 
of the continent of America and disre- 
garding the rights of British subjects sail- 
ing on the high seas under the British 
flag. Tho time was when outrages such 
as have boon committed by the American 
Government in Behring's Sea would have 
been regarded as a cause of war. But 
were those times better than these ! 

It is not a light thing for two such na- 
tions as England and the United States 
to go to war. The interests that aro in- 
volved are so immense as to be almost 
unimaginable. To begin with, thero aro 
live millions of Canadians on the north- 
ern border of the United States. Are 
they prepared for war / Does our c r- 
respondent realize what war with the 
United States means to them I Their 
country would to a certainty be invaded. 
Tho commerce of tho Dominion— do- 
mestic and foreign — would be thrown in- 
to confusion. Men would bo compelled 
to leave their occupations and serve in 
the ranks. Tho campaign would bo no 
summer picnic. No matter how prompt 
ly Great Britain came to our aid, or how 
large an army she sent into the country, 
or what the final result would be, the 
war would be the cause of misery, and 
loss, and Buffering and sorrow to Cana- 
dians. 

Think of tho immense interests which 
British subjects have in the United States 
— the property they own there and the 
millions the}' have invested — all of which 
would be endangered by war ! When 
these and a thousand consequences that 
would follow a declaration of war with 
the United States are calculated, is it any 
wonder that those upon whose shoulders 
tho responsibility rests, should be most 
unwilling to plunge the two countries into 
war. Is this reluctance and this hesita- 
tion to bo attributed to fear 3 Wo are 
quite certain that it is not. Englishmen, 
Scotchmen, Irishmen and Canadians aro 
as brave as ever they were. When danger 
must be faced it is faced in the present 
day as resolutely and as fearlessly as in 
any period of tho nation's life. But men 
reflect more than they used to do, and 
tho people's voico in questions of peace 
and war is more potential than it was a 
hundred or even fifty years ago. Govern- 
ments must find out how tho people feel 
and what they think before they go to 
.war. And tho people are not so ready to 
quarrel about comparative trifles as the 
governing class wore in the days of 
our grandfathers. They know what war 
costs and who will havo to bear tho 
brunt of it. They therefore require this 
Government to exhaust every peaceful 
means of settlement before thoy resort to 
war. And are they not right ! What is 
tho worth of all the seals in tho Pacific 
Ocean compared with tho cost of a single 
year's war between Great Britain and the 
United States 1 For our part we havo 
faith in tho goodseiiBoof tho two nations. 
Wo believo that a settlement will bo 
arrived at without a recourse to arms, 
and that substantial justico will bo done 
to all whoso vessels havo been seized in 
Behring's Sea. This, wo are satislied, 



will be done without a blow being otruck. 
We aro not ashamed of our country be- 
cause its rulers take into consideration 
tho interests of the wholo nation and 
endeavor to settlo disputos with foreign 
nations by peaceful means. Wo bolievo 
that those who would do anything to pre- 
cipitate a war betweon tho two nations 
would bo most unwise, and would incur 
a torriblo responsibility. 

THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 



JllM'i:i,!A\KOIS, 



The Argentine Republic has, of Into 
years, boen progressing at a very rapid 
rate. It is a country of vast resources, 
many of them immediately available, and 
foreigners have been eager to assist in 
it-5 development. It has been calculated 
that, at the least, £150,000,000 sterling, 
or about §750,000,000, of British capital 
has been invosted in tho country. The 
Government has not been at all prudent. 
It has gono recklessly into debt. It has 
issuod any amount of paper money, so 
that at ono time gold was 215 per cent, 
above par. Naturally tho British capi- 
talists are getting to bo a little ner- 
vous about Argentine investments. When 
it takes 8316 of Government paper to i 
pay a debt of §100, gold, it can hardly be | ] 
said that the finances of the country are 
in a very healthy condition. Mattors are 
not quite so bad as that in the Argentine 
Republic now, but the inflation is still so 
great that tho fall of gold to u premium 
of only one hundred per cent. " is re- 
garded as an ideal condition of affairs, to 
be attained probably at a more or less 
distant date." If any British colony 
wero in such a condition as that, British 
investors would shun it as a healthy man 
would shun a plague-smitten city. But 
foreign countries, wh<>so governments 
are bad and whose native population is 
lazy and improvident, have a singular at- 
traction for men of money in Great 
Britain. They will invest their hundreds 
of millions in such countries, while the} - 
will hardly risk tens in colonies peopled 
by their own countrymen, which are well 
governed and which have great resources 
awaiting development. 

However, thero seems to bo but little 
fear of Englishmen losing the money that 
they have invcs'ed in tho Argentine Re- 
public. Tho country is rich in natural 
wealth, and it is being rapidly developed. 
Thero has been an improvement in the 
Government of late. This was greatly 
needed, for we read that the Custom 
1 louse of the country was literally a den 
of thieves, the officials managing to steal 
out of its receipts as much as fifteen mil- 
lions of dollars a year. How the mouths 
of Canadian boodlers must water when 
they hear of successful plundering on this 
gigantic scale. A stop has, for a time at 
any rate, been put to this rascality, and 
the country gets tho good of all, or nearly 
all, tho money paid into the Custom 
House. 

The debt of the Argentine Republic is 
not so very large. It is, all told, some- 
what less than §150,000,000, and about 
§15,000,000 a year are required to 
provide for interest, sinking fund 
and guarantees. This is not such 
a very heavy burden after all, Tho 
imports calculated in currency am- 
ounted last year to §175,005, 187, and tho 
exports to §151,027,251. Tho revenue) 
from customs alone amounted in that 
year to §50,510,477. What the equiva- 
lent of these sums in gold is we havo no 
means of knowing. 

A feature of the policy of t hu Govern- 
ment of the Argentine Republic is that o; 
guaranteeing railways. It is liable at 
present to pay over three millions of dol- 
lars gold a year .as guarantees, and it will 
shortly be liable for about as mucli more. 
Some of the railways guaranteed by the 
Government "have already repaid the 
Government the advances made to thorn, 
and abandoned the guarantees, in order to 
become unencumbered and independent 
possessors of thoir valuable properties." 
It would appear that this policy of guar- 
anteeing railways has been successful in 
the Argentine Republic.

FATAL ACCIDENT AT VANCUUVEK. 

One Han Killed and Another Probably 
Fatally Injured on the Steam- 
ship Parthia. 

The Vancouver News- Advertiser reports 
that an accident in which one man lost his 
life, a second was so seriously injured that 
his recovery is doubtful, and two other men 
were badly though not dangerously hurt, 
occurred Monday evening shortly before b' 
o'clock, at the C. P. R. wharf. The hulk, 
Robert Kerr, is lying alongside the Parthia, 
loading her with coal for the voyage, and 
during the day the men hud been pretty 
hard at work. The coal ia hoisted out of 
the hold of the Robert Kerr in a large 
bucket, which takes half a ton on each trip. 
The bucket after being filled is hoisted by 
means of a derrick on the Parthia, and in 
order to be clear of all impediments reaches 
a height of about 40 feet before being swung 
around. When the accident happened it is 
thought that the book which is attached to 
the bucket was not properly fastened and 
allowed tho bucket, inconsequence, enough 
room to turn Whatever was the cause, the 
bucket, when at its highest point and just 
before the derrick was going to swing 
it on board the Parthia, turned and emp- 
tied the contents. The men working below 
were not looking at the time, not expecting 
anything of the kind, and the coal, in 
which there were many large pieces, came 
among them, felling four of then). Two of 
them were struck on tbo anus and body, 
and bruised but not stunned or badly hurt. 
Two others, brothers Frank and John Pratt 
were struck on the head and rendered un- 
conscious. It was found on examination 
that Frank Pratt was the most seriously in- 
jured of the two. The blood was pouring 
from the hack of bin head caused by frac- 
ture of the bone of the skull. His collar 
bone was also broken and his hack badly 
bruised. The other one was also Buffering 
from a fracture of the skull, the break being 
near th* crown. A couple of hours later 
Frank died from his wounds. Till a lato 
hour tbo other man was living, but little 
hopes were entertained of saving his life. 



A DELICATE POINT OF LAW. 

Another Caso in Connection With tlie 
Schooner Penelope— Decision 
This Morning. 

A case similar to thut decided by Pro- 
vincial Magistrate .Johnson some days ago, 
re. Huratd vs. the schooner Penelope, was 
brought before him yesterday, in which pre- 
cisely the same questions were involved. 
It was the case of Suma, a Japanese sailor vs. 
the owners of the schooner Penelope to ob- 
tain the payment of wages claimed. The 
facts of the ease are substantially as follows: 

Complainant signed articles on the schoo- 
ner Penelope for a voyage from Victoria to 
the North Pacific Ocean and Behring's Sea, 
to and fro, and back to Victoria, not to 
claim discharge until the final return from 
Behring's Sea, the voyage not to exceed 
twelve months. In Harata's case the magis- 
trate had decided in accordance with the 
case of Button vs. Thompson, that the 
wages became vested monthly. Mr. Mills 
said he was not prepared to dispute the 
soundness of the magistrate's judgment on 
that point, but that the question was: 
although the wages might become vested 
monthly, they were not payable until "with- 
in three days after the delivery of the cargo 
or five days after the schooner's discharge, 
whichever first happened." (Sect. 51 , Sea- 
mens' Act, C mada). This seaman's wages 
in all probability would have been settled 
bad not Mr. Moss been dragged into the 
police court. Now that he was in court, 
however, he would ascertain his legal rights 
as ono of the owners. It is understood that 
whatever tho decision may be, the sailors 
will be paid that which they have earned. 

Mr. Walls replied for the complainant, 
and a decision was deferred till this mor- 
ning at 10:30 o'clock.

After the inaugaration a supper will be 
given in honor of the District Deputy, and 
the otlieial members who accompany him 
from the mainland. The objects of 
tho association are "to unite all hon- 
orable and true Englishmen, who are 
in good bodily health and between the ages 
of IS and 60 years, in an association for 
mutual aid; to educate members in the true 
principles of manhood, whereby they learn 
to be charitable, to practice true benevol- 
ence, and to keel) alive those dear old 
memories of native land; to cure for each 
other in sickness and adversity, and when 
death strikes down one of their number, to 
follow his remains to their last resting 
place. The beneficiary department enables 
its members to insure their lives for $500 to 
81,000. By the payment of a small graded 
assessment at the death of a member, sub- 
stantial aid is secured to surviving relatives. 
Members becoming totally disabled ami un- 
able to follow an}' occupation, receive half 
Che amount insured lor, if required; the 
other half being paid at the time of death."

MONTREAL, June 17. — To-day, the Quebec 
provincial elections came off, and, as had 
been expected, Mr. Mercier was fully sus- 
tained, the new constituencies created dur- 
ing the last session having returned 
Nationalists, with two exceptions, lioth 
friends and foes regret the defeat of Hon. 
L. O. Tuillou, the leader of the opposition, 
who, it was felt from the first, had been 
rather over-confident in staking bis destinies 
on the untried county of Jacques Cartier, 
instead of relying upon the trusted and 
reliable county of Montcalm. It is 
understood that tho results have 
far exceeded Mr. Mercier's anticipa- 
tions, even though his col league, Mr. 
Turcotte went to the wall in Three Rivers, 
The Liberals claim a majority for Mr. Mer- 
cier of 20, while the Conservatives concede 
that he is not less than 12 ahead. The fol- 
lowing arc some of the majorities : Do 
Urosbois, government, Sheppard, about 5U0; 
Owens Conservative, Argenteuil, about 70; 
Parent, government, St. Sauvcur, 134; 
Murphy, government, Quebec West, 34; 
Englund, Conservative, Broine, 285; Rob- 
ertson, Conservative, Sherbrooke, 283; 
Rachon, Ministerialist, Ottawa county, .'l.iU; 
Leblanc, Conservative, Laval, 00; Fitzpat- 
rick, Ministerialist, Quebec county, 7112;

Tho I'nto Acaintt Mr. Lnw'rihco Opodacre— 
How Chinese YegetnbXitS Are Ruined 
For tlie Mnrkot. 

Tho continued ciisc of Mr. Lawrence 
Goodacro, indicted by tlio Grand .Jury for 
keeping mid maintaining ti nuisano", whs 
yesterday before Mr. Juaiico Drake in the 
Court of Assize. 

AJr. 1'. A-], [rving, Deputy Attorney 
General, with Mr. H. G. Hull, nppeared 
f r the Crown, and Mr. W. J. Taylor, of 
Eh'Tts & Taylor, for the defence. 

The evidence for tho prosecution, which 
wus piveti by Messrs. Banfield, Babing- 
ton, Wilson, Mitchell, Coflin, Campbell, 
Ralph, McNaughton ai d Stevenson, 
showed that there wore bud smells in the 
neichborlioo'd complained of, which they 
attributed to tho existence of Mr. 
Uoouoeio'a slaughter house. 

In cross examination, must of them ad- 
mitted that there were close by two 
cm dens kept by Chinamen, in whicl 
filth was deposited, the stuell from which 
was bad at iiucs. 

Mr. Campbell, provincial police officer, 
Stated that after Mr. Goodacro had been 
mulcted he had visited thu place and 
Fmmil it had been cleaned up. It had 
boon kopt cleanly as a rule. 

Other witnesses testified to a very had 
smell coming from tho vicinity of th 
slaughterhouse, which they were stive did 
not cuno from the Chinese gardens. 

Mr. Taylor contended that, there was 
no evidence to go before the juiy. It had 
not beon sufficiently specific. 

His lordship ruled that the case should 
proceed. 

Mr. Taylor, for tho defence, contended 
that the whole uuismce arose from a Chi- 
naman's garden adjoining. At that place 
torn- v. ere something like a dozen cess- 
pits, which, when stirred up, emitted the 
most horrible stench. Moreover, Mr. 
Goodacro's premises had always been 
ken* n a cleanly manner. 

Poter Hansen, scavenger, had taken 
twenty or thirty loads, probably more, of 
lil h to the Chinaman's place adjoining 
Hie "lani/bterhouse. This was because 
the Rosa Bay dumping wharf was broken 
down and tliere was no other place to put 
it. 

By Mr. Irving — Ho had nut taken any 
refuse there for three months. 

Charles J. Miller had been, in com- 
pany wilh Ollicer Campbell, sanitary in- 
spector of the province until 1st Juno 
last. Ho had examined Mr. Goodacre's 
place and found it in the best condition 
as a slaughterhouse, but tliere was a very 
olo en. •imhle Chinaman's place close by. 

By Mr. Irving— Ho had not been to 
Mi. Uoodacre's place between Nov. 21st 
mid May 21st. 

M. Marion, a resident of the neigh- 
borhood, testified that he had seen hun- 
dr> Is of loads of tilth spr ad out on the 
ground on the asparagus and other bods. 
Tliere were, besiues, a number of manure 
pits. His wife and family never com- 
plained of the slaughterhouse, and as for 
uioir appetites, they ate enough for him. 
Asrainst Mr. Goodacre's slaughterhouse he 
had no reason to complain. 

By Mr. Irving — Mr. Hoodacre kept fifty 
or sixty pigs which hate the hoffuls. 
They "heat "the '"eads" and "'eels" 
ami " 'orns" for what 'e knew. 'Ehud 
gone to the Chinamen's garden a lot of 
times for vegetables because 'e wanted 
'em fresh, but halways liked to pull them 
'imsolf. 'E 'ad fallen into one of them 
pits when trying to pull "a bloomin' 
barnle." 

| [Messrs. Lyon, Phillips, Mesbcr and 
Panbrother testified to the cleanly con- 
dition of Goodacre's promises. 

Iswic Goudy, slaughterman for Mr. 
Goodacro, swore that the slaughter 
house was kept clean and gave 
out no stench, but at times the 
Chinaman's place smelt badly. None 
of the employes of the slaughter 
house had ever been affected by it. Part 
of the slaughterhouse offal was burned 
up so as to destroy all stench, what wus 
left being hauled away and spread upoi) 
he land. 

Uy ;VJr. Irving— The place was always 
kopt clean. Hud received no special in- 
Btruetiona upon this poinl Tho pigs 
kept upon the premises were fed on peas, 
middlings, potatoes, offal and blood. The 
largest number of pigs killed at any time 
during the past three weeks was thirty- 
five. He knew of the existence of the 
cesspools, and had seen them when lie 
wont to look for strawberries. 

By Id's Honor— The bones were burned 
some 300 to 400 yards distant from the 
slaughter-house. 

The court rose for recess. 

On re- 1 ssembling after recess, the first 
witness examined was Provincial Police 
Sergeant Langley, who stated that he had 
visiied the place complained of on May 
23rd and had found everything in a clean 
condition. 

Frank Wilkinson hud never experienced 
any smell; he had a wife and four chil- 
dren and had no reason to complain of 
any suffering by them through smells. 
He had never been to examine the 
premises. 

Deputy Attorney-General Irving raised 
a legal point here on tho ground thai the 
indiu'meut was laid against the slaughter 
house alone, but the defence were in- 
cluding the Chinese cess polls. Still they 
had not been ablo to prove whether the 
smell nrnse from the latter or the former. 

His lordship— That is a matter for the 
iurv to decide whore the smell comes 
from. 

Mr. Irving wus allowed to recall cer- 
tain of the witnesses on this ground, and 
Mr. Bamtield, who was re-examined, 
stated that he never no iced any smell 
from tho Chinese ranch, which lie visited 
last Thursday week. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Taylor, 
he Bitid he saw cesspools live or six feet 
in depth, but noticed no smell there. He 
felt confident that tho smell which came 
to his house was not from tho Chinese 
ranch. 

If Mr. P. Wilson had been m 
position to bottle Hie smell of that of the 
ranch and that of tho slaughter-house in 
different b'ot'les he thought ho could il- 
lustrate tho difference between the two- 
he knew both. The smell complained of 
was that front tho BlaUghter-hoUBO, He 
had examined the Chinese premises and 
found two dirty cesspits, one of which 
was in a state of fermentation, {which 
when disturbed must emit a very dis- 
agreeable smell. 

Cross-examined— Ho hud novor gone to 
examine tho slauglitor-houso or thu Chin- 



ese promises before this complaint wus 
laid. 

This completed the evidence, and Mr. 
Taylor rose to address tho court on the 
evidence for tho defence. Ho asked the 
jury to look at this question simply us 
business men. Me reviewed tho evidence 
submitted and dwelt on the unneigllborly 
conduct of those who had rushed into 
complaint before they hud examined into 
the circumstances of the case and ascer- 
taining whether tho nuisance came from 
tho slaughter-house or the Chinese 
ranches. 

For tho prosecution Mr. Irving sub- 
mitted that the charge which the jury 
had to dec do was whether the stench 
complained of arose from the slaughter 
house and was such as to detract from 
tho enjoyment of tho people living in that 
vicinity. Be hoped the jury would con- 
sider it from this standpoint and not 
take any notice uf the complaint of im- 
proper or unneigllborly conduct on tho 
part of certain of tho witnesses. Con- 
nected with a slaugh or house was always 
a more or less offensive smell, but tho de- 
lay in disposing of tho refuse must neces- 
sarily increase the offensiveness. Mr. 
Goodacro slaughters every day except 
.Sunday, and a man comes each day to 
takeaway die skins. While .attending to 
the remunerative part of the business so 
closely, Mr. Goodacre allowed the offal to 
remain tliere for two days and part of 
the third, only removing it twice a week. 
If he could afford to remove this oflal 
twice u week, ho could do so each day as 
ho did with the skins. Tho fact that the 
Chinamen had a nuisance on their prem- 
ises did not exonerate Mr. Goodacre, and 
Mr. Irving asked the jury to look at the 
matter in this liidit. 

His lordship having reviewed tho evi- 
dence, and placed tho cuso before tho 
jury, they retired at ten minutes to four 
o'clock. 

The jury returned at eight o'clock, and 
in response to the usual query, replied 
that it was utterly impossible for them to 
agree. They were therefore discharged, 
and the court adjourned till this morning. 

THE DEATH PLANT OF JAVA. 

Tho kali mujah is found only in the 
volcanic district of .lava and Sumatra, and 
then but rarely. It grows from two to 
three and a half feet in height, with long, 
steins armed with thorns nearly an inch 
long, satin-smooth leaves of a heart shape 
and of a delicate emerald on one side, and 
blood-red, streaked with cream, on the 
other. The flowers of tho death plant are 
large, milk white, and cup-like, being 
about tho size and depth of a large coffee 
cup, and having tho rim guarded by fine 
brier-liko thorns. The peculiarity of 
the plant lies in these Bowers, which, 
beautiful as they are, distill continually a 
deadly perfume, so powerful as to over- 
come, if inhaled any length of time, a full- 
grown man, and killing all forms of insect 
life approaching it. The perfume, though 
more pungent, is as sickeningly sweet as 
hloroform, which it grea ly resembles in 
ffect, produciug insensibility, but con- 
vulsing at the same time the muscles of 
the face, especially those about the mouth 
ind eyes, drawing the former up into a 
jrin. An inhalation is followed by vio- 
lent headache and ringing in the ears, 
which gives way to a temporary deafness, 
often total while it lasts. 

Other plants seem to shun the kali 
muja, which might be termed the Ishmael 
of the vegetable kingdom, for it grows 
isolated from every other form of vegeta- 
tion, though the soil about it may bo fer- 
tile. All insects and birds instinctively 
seem to avoid a'l contact with it, but when 
accidentally approaching it have been ob- 
served to drop to the earth, even when as 
far from it as three feet, and, unless at 
once removed, soon died, evincing the 
same symptoms as when etherized.

The Prinor ss de Sau'an may truly be 
styled the Princess Metternich of the 
modern Paris world. ]|er eccentricities 
are blamed, commended and criticised, 
much as >voro those of her precursor un- 
der the third empire. Residing in tho 
splendid house which once belonged to 
a wealthy, but peculiar Englishman of 
tho name of Hope, Mine, do Sagan gives 
extraordinary receptions and parties, for 
the peculiarity of this superb mansion 
consists in the fact that the reception 
rooms ore quite distinct from the other 
apartments, and that a ball may be given 
to 1201) guests without interfering in any 
way with the arrangements of daily life. 
Fancy balls are he Princess' great forte. 
All Paris still remembers the laughter 
and discussion provoked by her famous 
animal ball, the idea <>f which was more 
facetious than artistic, and looked on with 
horror by dowagers and serious people. 
The Princess, unlike most French ladies, 
dresses in a showy eccentric manner. She 
pace appeared on the sands at Trouville 
in a parti-colored cos utne, the left side 
all blue, the right all white; tho idea car- 
ried out in its minutest details, buttons, 
gloves, shoes, etc. The Prince of Wales 
always calls on the de Sagans when pass- 
ing through Paris.and last year they gave 
a great party in his honor. The Princess 
is a charming hostess. 



To thk Editok: — Will you kindly 
allow mo spaco to say something concern- 
ing the late amendments made to your 
provincial game, laws. There are some 
good fo^tu'os in the amendments, but 
your legislators have made a serious mis 
take in passing a law that requires a non- 
resident to take out a fifty dollar liconso 
for tho privilege of shooting game in tho 
province. It would have been a wiser 
thing to have offered a premium to bring 
tourists into tho country than to make a 
law that will have a tendency to keep 
them away. Sportsmen tourists are, as a 
rule, a very desirable class of persons to 
have in a young country as visitors, as 
thoy spend their money frooly when 
not imposed on. Game is public 
property of tho province when 
found within her borders, and as 
such should be propagated and used so as 
to bring in a revenue that will benefit 
the province as a whole, instead of a few 
selfish individuals, who want it nil for 
their own pleasure. Tho true sports- 
man is not a person who kills for tho 
mere pleasure of slaughter — a few head 
of game Hatislies him. It is tho game 
butcher who will take out tho 800 
license, then will bribe his guide to 
silence and shoot and kill everything in 
the shape of game that comes in his way, 
so as to got his money's worth. Tho 
report of tho Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners of the State of Maine estimate 
that their state received during the past 
year a revenue of five million dollars 
from sportsmen tourists, who visited and 
imped there during the open lisb und 
aino season, which is equal to over 
twenty-five dollars a pound for the 
amount of fish and game taken there dur- 
ing that period. This vast aim unit of 
money was distributed throughout tho 
country among .all classes for supplies, 
guides, liveries, hotels, etc.; besides this 
the state has been benefited by quite t 
large amount of capital that has been in 
vested thoro in mining and lumber inter- 
ests by those who wore lirst attracted 
there by tho excellent shooting and lish 
iug. Had there boon a license of even 
ten dollars required, it is safe to predict 
that her revenue derived from visitors 
would not have been one-twentieth part 
of the amount now claimed. If British 
Columbia can sell her game for even live 
dollars a pound, that is the market for 
her to secure. The writer saw a gentle- 
man that boarded at one of yoni best 
hotels for a whole week at Sii.fiO a day, 
.and paid $<> for a livery team and only 
bagged one blue grouse. It is safe to say 
that ho paid at least $50 a pound for his 
game. Wo understand that this license 
law was made und pushed through at the 
instigation of certain persons in Vancou- 
ver City, for the purely Hellish purpose of 
keeping tho game in ihe province for 
their own pleasure, and are quite likely a 
class of persons who will spend as little 
money as possible while on their hunting 
expeditions. The operation of this 
I license law will bo opposed by every 
I hotel owner, livery keeper, supply store, 
transportation company, and every liberal 
minded person in the province. So it 
remains to ho seen if Vancouver rules the 
province. The law regulating tho num- 
ber of large ganio to he killed in one 
season is a good one, and without tho 
license law, it would become popular and 
bo so far as possiblo enforced, but tho 
strong opposition against one will un- 
doubtedly make both a dead letter.

DUPED BY A MEDIUM. 

How Dr. Louis Schleslnger Obtained Money 
From Jlrs. Baker— She Recovers 
Judgment for $230.

Mrs. Mary Baker, a pretty young widow 
.unl dressmaker, who resides on (Jeary 
street, near Mason, told a story on Wednes- 
day, 11th inst., in Justice Stafford's court, 
which does not relied great credit upon Dr. 
Louis Sohlesinger, the medium, and man 
u<:er and editor of the Carrier Dove. 

Mrs. Baker is the widow of Charles Ba- 
ker, who had a warehouse on pier 2 on the 
seawall prior to his death in 1SS7. The 
couple had been married only four months 
when Mr. Baker died, anil a short t ime 
subsequently Mrs. Baker began to attend 
spiritualistic seances in hopes of securing a 
message from her dead husband. In April, 
1888, she called upon Schlcsinger for n. test, 
and actually received what purported to be 
a message from her husband. Mis. Baker 
was invited t.o call again, which she did. 
On this occasion also she received a mes- 
sage informing her that her spirit 
was doing well in his new home. 

Several days later Schlcsinger ei 
Mrs. Baker, and when she expri 
prise at the unexpected visit he replied 
that " her husband s spirit hail sent him." 
The doctor had ascertained that Mrs. Baker 
hail $300 in the bank, and lie asked her for 
a loan of $260 to "aid the cause of spirit- 
ualism." She refused to yield up the money 
at first, but on May SJ7, 1888, when the 
medium positively informed her that her 
husband had sent him for the money, she 
gave it up. She demanded some security, 
however, and at a seance given a few days 
later she was called into a dark room and 
made to sign what she thought was a secur- 
ity of some kind, but which turned out to 
be 250 shares of stock in the Currier Dove 
Publishing company, hut which was not in- 
corporated until September -1, 1SS9. She 
demanded the return of her money, but was 
refused on the ground that she was a stock- 
holder in the company, which, she sub- 
sequently learned, was composed of Mr. and 
Mrs. Sohlesinger. 

Mrs. Baker brought suit for the recovery 
of her money, and the case was tried Wed- 
nesday. Attorney 11. W. Hutton, who ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, introduced evidence 
showing that the alleged publishing com- 
pany existed in name only, anil that since 
its incorporation only one meeting of the di- 
rectors had been held. 

Dr. Sohlesinger did not testify in bis own 
behalf, and Justice Stafford held that the 
loan was a personal debt contracted sixteen 
months before the incorporation of the com- 
pany whose stock was given as security. As 
the defendant could not show that the 
money was expended in the company's in- 
terests, the court gave judgment for Mrs. 
Baker for tho full amount sued for, with 
cost.. 



COMMENDABLE. 

A New Order Relating to the Licensing of 
Small Ships and Olkcr Vessels. 

On nnd after the 2nd July, the law as it 
refers to the licensing, numbering and 
naming of such small ships and vessels, 
other than those that come under the 
"Registration of Ships," will be enforced 
here and at all the other ports in the pro- 
vince. 

One of the provisions of the section of the 
law is, that all such vessels shall have their 
names and port of license, and their number 
plainly painted on them. 

Another provision is, that there shall be 
recorded at the Customs House the full in- 
formation as regards the vessel herself and 
the owners, and all changes of owners must 
he promptly recorded. 

The carrying out of these provisions is 
without any expense to the owner, and is 
done on simple forms available at the Cus- 
toms House; the record being kept in a 
simple mannorso as to protect the rights of 
property in this class of vessel.
